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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' APPEAL BRIEF filed on 06/22/2005. 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-21 are allowed in light of 
the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts of made record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to a method, and a system for report 
generation comprising a first generator lined through a first interface to one or more 
associated first type components in order to generate' a report element of a first type . 
The system also includes a second generator linked through a second interface to one 
or more associated second type components, which invokes at least one second type 
component to generate a report element of a second type. And in combination, the 
generated first and second type report elements with a template file that is associated 
with the first and second included components sections to generate the report. 

The closest prior arts, Knutson et al. (hereinafter Knutson) of US Patent No.: 
5,870,746 teaches creation of reports from the Graphical User Interface (GUI) from 
which the report generator receives data from a system and generates output that it 
may specify such as text, graphs or tables as appropriate output. While Bleizeffer et al 
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(hereinafter Bleizeffer) of US Patent No.: 6,539,371 teaches an apparatus for filtering 
database queries written in SQL. Bleizeffer's system includes a query visual module, 
which operates to provide a report on query access path data, statement cost data and 
object statistics, and use report creator and graph generator. 

Thus, In combination, Knutson and Bleizeffer fail to teach "a first generator, 
operably link through a first interface to one or more associated first type components 
and a second generator, operably linked through a second interface to one or more 
associated second type components." (Pages 7 & 8 of Appeal Brief dated 06/22/2005). 

These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 1-21 them allowable.
